Earl L. Butz said Monday. 
Butz, meeting with newsmen 
at an invitational White House 
briefing, also predicted that 
average retail food prices pro­ 
bably won’t increase any more 
this year “unless labor costs, run 
them up.” - 
The secretary, in response to 
other questions, indicated, that 
when he’s in a. positioh to do 
favors for congressmen, he’ll 
■ steer them, to friends of the ad­ 
ministration. 
Butz’comment on favors carne 
after he was asked if he was. 
being pressed for agriculture de­ 
cisions by lawmakers who link­ 
ed those action with their poten­ 
tial stand on impeachment. He 
did not reply directly,” and 
said his comment about help­ 
ing congressmen applied to m at­ 
ters like “who gets to m ake an­ 
nouncements” of government 
actions. 
“Bpt it’s only natural that I 
make an assessment of who 
our friends are. You can be sure 
that in an area where I have 
discretionary judgment, I won’t 
go out of my way to favor our 
opponents," Butz said. 
He said the farmers and busi­ 
nessmen he meets are generally 
conservative-m inded, noting 
that Nixon got 71 per cent of the 
farm vote in 1972. 
“So this may not be typi­ 
cal of the situation as a whole, 
but (among these groups) there 
is still a very strong base of 
support for the President and 
the presidency. ..It may not 
be 71 per cent, but I think it’s 
still well above 60 per cent. 
But I think it’s still well above 
getting sick and tired of the 
fact that this (watergate) domi­ 
nates the news. They feel we 
should get the people who did it 
in court...and if there’s going 
to be an impeachment vote. Let’s 
make it,” Autz added.

Mail Bomb Kills Judge

PASCO, Wash. (UPI) - A 
mail 
bomb 
delivered 
to 
a 
county courthouse in southeast­ 
ern Washington exploded in the 
chambers 
of 
Judge 
Jam es 
Lawless Monday, killing the 
veteran jurist just seconds after 
a colleague left the room. 
"I had probably just seen 
him 15 seconds before it went 
off,” said Judge A1 Yencopal. 
Yencopal said he had been a 
close friend of Lawless since 
the 50-year-old father of five 
was appointed to the Superior 
Court bench 16 years ago. 
A heavy envelope-size pack­ 
age containing the fatal bomb 
was addressed to Lawless at 
the courthouse in Prosser in 
nearby Benton County. It wras 
carried to Lawless' office in the 
Franklin County Courthouse in 
Pasco by court reporter Maxine 
Hancock. 
About a minute later, she 
said, the explosion shook the

AT&T To Pay $30 Million To Settle Dispute

graph Co. has agreed to settle a 
job discrimination complaint, by 
paying $30 million in 
back 
salary and wage adjustments to 
7,000 management level em­ 
ployes, 
the government 
an­ 
nounced today. 
AT&T said it would pay $7 
million, in back, wages to the 
employes, the Equal Employ­ 
ment Opportunity Commission 
(EEOC) said In addition, the 
first full year cost of imple­ 
menting the wage adjustments 
is expected to be $23 million. 
About 60 per cent of the 
payments will go to women and 
minority employes, the EEOC 
said. The people involved work 
in all parts of the nation. 
The government's complaint 
charged that AT&T failed to 
pay equal wages to men and 
women employes holding man­ 
agement jobs requiring essen­ 
tially the same skill, effort and 
responsibility. 
The settlement, entered as a, 
consent decree in U.S. District, 
Court 
in 
Philadelphia, 
was 
signed by representatives of the 
EEOC, the Labor and Justice 
Departments and AT&T for 
itself and 24 operating com-' 
pa.ni.es..

The bungled shoplifting 
of a sporting goods store by a

William and Emily Harris was 
the first tip-off that the SLA was 
in the Los Angeles area. 
Now the Harrises and their 
willing or unwilling companion, 
Patricia Hearst, are all that is

organization which for a time 
commanded national attention 
all out of proportion to its real 
strength or importance.

Would Protect Farm. Worker 
New Federal standards to 
protect farm workers from, 
pesticide 
hazards 
were 
proposed recently by EPA, in 
addition 
to 
the 
saftfty 
precautions now required by 
Federal law on labels of con­ 
tainers of registered pesticides. 
The 
proposed 
standards 
include: barring all persons but 
the applicators from a field 
being treated; barring entry to 
the field for 12 hows after 
treatment unless the worker is 
wearing 
proper 
protective 
clothing (48 hours in the case of 
13 listed pesticides); 
and 
various 
restrictions on 
pre­ 
harvest operations in a treated 
field. 
When workers are expected 
near a treated field during 
hazardous tim.es, they must be 
properly warned—orally and by 
signs in the language they 
speak—not to enter it. 
The new standards would 
revise and expand previous 
restrictions, and they represent 
the best current knowledge of 
safe practices. Results of 
research now tinder way may 
require further revisions next 
year of farm worker protection 
standards, EPA said.

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British and American officials, 
that the agreement will emerge 
at the meeting next week in 
Paris of the Organization for 
E conom ic Coo pera t io n a, n d 
Development (OECD) of which 
all major trading and industrial 
nations are members. 
U.S. officials began urging as 
early as last January that the 
industrial countries deal with 
the consequences of the energy, 
crisis on multilateral basis. 
They were strongly supported 
by the British and the Germans 
but the French and some others 
appeared to believe they could 
handle the consequences by 
making individual deals with 
producers.

“A Positive Attitude” 
The British minister says that 
in his opinion the problem must 
be attacked on a global basis 
but that the best place to begin 
is strengthening “the partner­ 
ship between the United States 
and Europe.” 
Callaghan in a recent speech 
here rejected, the French, idea 
that Europe must construct its 
own policies first and then 
discuss them with the United 
States. 
He said Europeans should 
forget 
their 
fear 
of 
U.S. 
domination in cooperative eco­ 
nomic efforts because “what is 
needed is a positive attitude of 
mind and an evenness in our 
relations with each other.” The 
British minister said Europeans 
should act in a way that does 
not cause difficulties for the 
United States. At the same 
time, he said, “reciprocity is 
the key” 
and 
Europe 
will 
expect the United States to 
cooperate in good faith with its 
transatlantic partners to try to 
present a solid front against, 
increasing; trade and financial 
difficulties.

Falls 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
rotunda of the Indiana State- 
house became a no-man ’s-land 
Thursday when fragments from 
the stained glass circular dome 
topping it showered down on the 
main floor level.

“It really sunk in then,” the 
San Jose, Calif, veteran said. 
“ I listened to the race on the 
radio and then I watched it 
on television later. I would have 
given anything to have been 
there.” 
Leonard has been laid up since 
March when his Eagle - Offy 
crashed during the California 


“ 500” at Ontario. He suffered a 
compound fracture of the left 
leg and has been wearing a full 
leg cast since. 
“I hope to get the cast taken 
off this week,” he said. “ If I 
do, there’s a chance I can be 
back for Pocono.” 
The Pocono “ 500,” the last 
of USAC's three 500-milers for 
Indianapolis-type cars, is set for 
June 30. If he can’t make it 
back by then, he hopes to be 
ready for a 200-miler at Cam­ 
bridge Junction, Mich., July 21. 
Leonard won at Pocono in 1972 
and finished second the year 
before.

technological society, fully understand now 
to make safe and efficient use of his land, 
both in the individual and the societal 
context The author of a zoning code must 
also be aware that often the individual does 
not care about such things Every loophole 
must be closed, so that the unscrupulous 
ones have no way to evade the spirit of the 
ordinance. This is the tone in wnich many 
zoning ordinances are written 
However, the basic controversy which 
every toning ordinance attempts to resolve 
is that of the conflict between the rights of 
the individual as opposed to the rights of the 
society am) vice versa Possible resolutions 
of this conflict range from anarchy to 
complete societal control of every action 
and thought of the individual In the United 
States, we tend to take a middle course in 
everything, because we generally believe 
excesses are not desirable Zoning is no 
different. The genera) trend in zoning has 
been to maintain certain rights of the 
individual, but to carefully control them in 
the hope that his development will not have 
adverse effects on the society around him 
This is the basic aim of zoning in general,

An ordinance establishing comprehensive 
zoning regulations for the county of Rush 
and providing for the adm inistration, 
enforcement, and amendment thereof, in 
accordance with the provisions of State Law 
and for the repeal of all ordinances in 
conflict herewith. 
WHEREAS State Law empowers the county 
to enact a zoning ordinance and to provide 
for its administration, enforcement and 
amendment and 
WHEREAS the Board of County Commis­ 
sioners, the City Council and the Town 
Board of Trustees deems it necessary, for 
the purpose of promoting the health, safety, 
or general welfare of Rush County to enact 
sucn an ordinance, and

The professor’s treatise is 
done with tongue in cheek, as 
if, born in 2030, he “reports on 
a serious current health prob­ 
lem .”

that,” he says that “the many 
food products formulated from 
soybeans have been a staple of 
the American diet for genera­ 
tions. Increased use of soy­ 
beans 
in 
p lastics 
for 
electromobile bodies and space 
ship A-Frames has created a 
serious potential for shortage. 
“The purpose of this investi­ 
gation therefore was to locate 
alternate sources of protein if 
the need should arise...
